Biss. at the Dinner of the Southern Society, 
apewers Mr. Grady’s Question, end De- 
clares the Existence ofa Fully Restored 
Hsermony—The O:cher Tosste, Evo.

New YORK, February 22.---[Spe vial.]---The 
potable feature of the first dinner of the Sonth- 
ern society at the Hotel Brunswick last even- 
jug was the warmth and unanimity with which 
the frequent allusions by the speakers to the 

resent devotion of the south to the union were 
applaudcd. When ‘“‘Dixie Land” was played by 
the orchestra, there was great applause, and 
ghen “Yankee Doodle” followed there was still 
The patriotic expressions of 
S, Sullivan, president of the 
young ‘fociety, and of those who 
followed him, called for equally hearty 
manifestations of approval. Nearly all of the 
two hundred and sixty-five persons present 
wi re scuther ners or descendants of southerners, 
erd all were animated by the same spirit of 
love fur the homes of their fathers, and deyvo- 
tion to the fiag of the union. The stars and 
stiipes were profusely displayed, and a por- 
trait of Washington were tLe only decorations, 
besidesthe quaint figures of old Virginia gen- 
flemen and of plantation darkies, which orna- 
menicd the tables. While the dinner was in 
pregress, southern and national songs were 
sung by Margrave Coxe, the entire company 
juining in the chorus. 

After the cloth was removed President Sul- 
livan esid: 

Only seventeen years have lapsed since the close 
of the Franco-Prussian war. Yet this very hour 
the world tremblesat the din « f preparationsjfor re- 
yewed war, and at the prospect of theseggreat and 


greate r. 
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neighboring nations in almost savage hate spring- 
ing Be ‘u to mutual slaughter, let us at home 
p-nécr and rejoice over the contrasted picture. Lt 
is twenty-two years since the war ended between 
ihe vnion and confederacy, and we have 
perfect peace, Under these happy 
ANAPECLS, we meet, with the spirit 
and hopes of the new south to keep our memorial 
day. We meet es the Southern society of New 
York. We are not only init, but we are of it, in 
deed end in the very spirit, we ask our compatri- 
ots to unite with us in appropriate tributes. We 
signify the spirit which animates the society. It 
is fellowship and thoughtand sympathy witb all 
otheis in New York who would 
make this city of cities the shrine 
for ihe cxcellent in all things. Will they honor 
the nation’s heroes, our loftier brothers? We wil 
honor them too. Will they make efforts to purify 
politics and the public service? We will unite in 
those efforts. Haye they enterprises to enlarge 
commerce and industrial arts? We also will engage 
with them. Will they stand by an indestructible 
upion of indestructible states in the spirit of 
justice and friendship and in the name of Wash- 
ington? They will ever find in this society a fuith- 
ful, courageous and an honorable ally. 
GENERAL EWING'S SPEECH. 

General Thomas Ewing, of Ohio, said: 

Jhio, and her sister states of the northwest, are 
proud and happy to be reminded of their kinship 
with Virginia. 

He then traced the relationship of sections, 
and added: 

Whenever Virginia sits at the head of the table, 
Ohio claims a seat as one of the family. I believe 
that in spite of the infinite distresses of the war, the 
liberation of the slaves, the temporary overthrow 
of the industrial system of the south, 
and the necdless losses and humiliations of 
recoustructicn, there is more of respect and fra- 
ternal feeling between the north and south today 
than ever before since the slaverg sgitation began 
sixty seven years ago. Gentlemen, the north craves 
a loving and lasting peace with the south. lt asks 
no humiliating concession. It recognizes as the 
chief cause ef the war, the constitutional question 
of the right of secession, which question, until 
settled by the war, had neither aright nor a wroug 
side to it. Our forefathers simply 
e;aced it in framing the consti- 
tition, believing if it were settled either way 
the unicn of a}l the thirtcen states could not be ac- 
complished; so they left the question of the right of 
secession inthelap of the gods—committed it to 
the chances of the future and then the war came 
on and settled it forever. Now. the northern peo 
ple are not so mean, fanatical or foolish as to com- 
plain of the south, that it believed then and be- 
lieves now thatit had the right side of that ques- 
tion of coustitutional construction. How could we 
respect the south if it were to ssy now thatit was 
not sincere then, or if it were to pretend that the 
cuffs and blows of the war had changed its convic- 
tions as to the true interpretation of the constitu- 
ticn, as origivally adopted. Surely with the 
authority of Jefferson and Madison in favor of the 
southern view, and Washington and Hamilton in 
favor of the northern, each side can admit,at least, 
the sincerity of the other—the north to recogzniz- 
ing the fact that all the provoking 
CAUSES of the war grew out of 
slavery, forthe establisment of which the north 
und south and England were all respons ble. If 
indccd, such tremendous facts as the establish 
ment and overthrow of slavery here are not a part 
of the plans of the Almighty, asto which we are 
fcolish to parcel out the responsibility. 

I believe that the republic has solved the prob- 
lem of self-government, but there is a tremendous 
question yet unsolved, which is rising unbidden 
in this and every eblightend nation. It isthe 
question of the proper distribution of current earn- 
ings between cafital and labor. The means of 
Solving this problem in the United States fell 
chiefly with the powers over the revenue, curren- 
cy, police and private corporations. The solution 
will not be promoted, in America at least, by an- 
archial assaults on puodlic authority; nor by the 
confiscatiou of real or personal property; nor by in- 
timidation of individual workers; nor on the other 
hand by police interference with the right of free 
assemblages; nor by bands of hired banditti under 
the pseudonym of detectives: nor by stool pigeons 
of corporations sitting as legislators; but by the 
people at the ballot box and through the enact- 
ment of such laws as will tend toa just distribution 
of the wealth which labor and capital combined 
create. 

Let us, gentlemen, and all others who have borne 
the heat aud burden of the civil war, commit its 
issues to the past, and joinin the coming genera- 
tion in setiling this greatest of industrial questions 
in such a way as shal! be just to all and best for the 
masses of the people. 

Comptroller Trenholm responded to the t ast 
of “The Industrial Development of the Soush.”’ 
He spoke of the resources of the south; her 


. grit sud q@ergy in overcoming the resalts of 


the late war. He said they were exempt from 
the many troubles which fe'l to the lot of 
northern manafacturers. Land was so aband- 
untin the south as to leave no room for the 
theories of Henry George. Southern tabor was 
now free labor. The laborer in 
the north had voluntarily put his 
neck in the — shackles. The time 
lad gone past in the south when psop!e ridi- 
<uled the people who labored. Nothing was in 
the way of southern development. 

“New England” was next on the programme, 


and the response of Cornelius N. Bliss was : 
1eceived with cheers. 


He said : 

Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the New York 
Southern Society: The sons of New England re- 
joice in the formation of the New York Southern 
society, and to me has been assigued the pleasant 
duty of tendering to your young and vigorous asso- 
Ciation, on behalf of our ancient guild, the right 
hand of fellowship. May the pleasant relations 
here instituted, be only an earnest of the good will 
and friendship long to continue, not only between 
the tuo societies, but between all those of our re- 
spective sections whom we may claim,in some 
ferse, to represent. 

Almost the life of a generation has passed since 
the beginning of the contest that arrayed the north 
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and south one against the other. The causes that 
led to the strife no longer exist, 
end the mighty tide of progress 
and material interests is drawing together in 
bonds of iron and steel those whose hands were 
once raised against each other in fratricidal war. 
[Applause.}] When the armies of the north und the 
south parted in border land twenty-two years azo, 
those of the north to be absorbed in the industrial 
forces of the country, and those of the south to re- 
build their waste places, they carried in their 
hearts a mutual respect each for the valor of the 
Other. During the years that haye passed since, 
politics have been agitated, sometimes stirred to 
its depth, but beneath all the trouble of the period, 
the miseries of reconstruction for you, the doubts 
and fears of the timid as to whether real peace 
would ever again come to the land, the quiet, 
eficient work of earnest men and women at 
the south was making § the wilderne s 
to biocm, andthe Christian men and women of 
the north were doing what they might to helpin 
ithe cause of education, their efforts sometimes, 
perhaps, misapprehended and not welcomed, {but 
time, the great restorer, was also. working, and an 
overtuling providence directing, and at last light 
aypeared in the horizon. 
- THE RAY OF PEACE. 

Then the first messages of President Arthur were 
Celivered to congress in December, 1881, and the 
eerly months of 1882. Men asked whatis said of 
the southern question, the subject that had for so 
maLy sears been prolitic of heated discussion in 
and out of congress, until we had almost come to 
believe that it was to America what the Irish ques- 
tion is to Great Britain, and that no solution wasto 
be expected or hardly hoped for. The messages 
recominended judicious measures for the bene ‘it of 
allihe commonwealths, including the rehabilita- 
tion of the navy, the fortification of harbors and 
the improvement of the Mississippi river, but con- 
tained no reterence to the south asa distinct sect- 
ion of the union. It wasa revelation to the people 
that, by the simple method of letting alone, this 
disturbing question was to be eliminated from pol- 
itics. |Applause.| The birth of the new south had 
come. Old things had passed away. Behold! all 
thipgs were new. 

Today I think we may say with truth that not 
only is there a new south, but 

A NEW UNION. 

Political differences have not disappeared and 
never will, but the old question of 
slavery and states right, as under- 
stcod by the earlier generations, are gone 
forever. {Cheers} There are policies, however, too 
ling neglected, of vital importance to the prosperi- 
tyof the whole country, which now, after a long 


period of rest, demand the earnest and immediate | 


attention of the united. nation. Without 
even suggesting at this time ‘and place 
the discussion of the question of internal revenue, 
tariff and currency, on which good men disagree, 
even within their own party lines, there is, I think, 
hardly a difference of opinion, at least in this great 
commercial metropolis, as to the necessity, yes, 
the obligation, of providing anew, a mercantile 
marine. [Applause.] We have practically no for- 
eign commerce. It is humiliating for an 
American to —_- see the fleets of the 
great steamships pass in and out 
of New York harbor every week, and not one 
bound for foreign ports bearing the American flag. 
Today the most direct route for the shipment of 
our produce to certain South American ports is by 
way of Liverpool, orof Bremen. You, gentlemen 
of the south, know how the flag disappeared from 
the ocean. Has not the time come, and is it not 
for the interest of all sections of the union that we 
should 
RESUME THE POSITION 
on the sea we once so proudly held’ (|Cheers.| If 
the mail contracts for fast steamers to foreigu 
} orts cn tonnage bounties; call them subsidies if 
you wiil, are needed for a time to bring about the 
desired end, let our government grant them. 
It is by such aid that foreign bottoms have come to 
absojutely control American commerce. Another 
point of union for the whole country Is the demand 
for a ne vy to maintain the nafional honor wherever 
in the world it may be menaced, and for the forti- 
fication and armament of our defenseless coasts. 
The governor of a western state said ina speech 
delivered inthis city a few days since, that the 
people of the seaboqrd need not be alarmed at 
their Gefenseless condition, forthe people of the 
Mississippi valley would see to it that they should 
not be hurt, but all the millions of that favored 
section, without ships, forts and mod- 
ern guns, if on the coast in 
organized armies, could only stand afar off and see 
New York. \ew Orleans or San Francisco destroyed, 
if attacked by the iron clads of some fifth rate 
LOW;WeT, 
THE NEW DANGER, 

Tired of warand alarms, seckipg things that 
make for peace, we have been criminally negligent 
of these questions, but the people all over the land 
are awakening to their importance, and when the 
sentiment you have announced shall come to be 
the-watchword of all the people, each s3ction for 
the whole country, and the whole country for 
every section, they will demand of their representa- 
tives in congress the enactment of meas- 
ures that will conduce to the sa‘ety 
honor and glory of the restored republic, ragard- 
less of party or factional diflerences. |Applause.} The 
patriotic course of the United States senate, in its 
recent unanimous vote, save one, tin favor of a 
measure for the fortification of our coasts, may be 
an indication of the good time coming. [Ap- 
plause. | 

THE ANSWER TO MR, GRADY. 

Mr. President, I have no intention of delivering 
a political homily in this presence. I have barely 
alluded, in connection with the sentiments given 
me, to the important policies which bear upon our 
re’atiors to the outer world,questions the wise solu- 
tion of which depends upon the union of interest 
and sentiment between the north and 
the south, and the states of. the Pacific 
coast, and which, during the era 
of good feeling which seems to be dawning, 
upon cur land, and will, I doubt not, ultimately 
be wisely determined. 

Now, sir, in conclusion, a word upon a recent ut- 
terance before the New England society by a repre- 
sentative southern man. [Applause.] Mr. Grady, 
at the close of an address, the sentiments, elo- 
quence and beauty of which brought to the mind 
of his hesrers the famed orators of other days, ask- 
ed: “What answer has New England to my mess- 
age?’ The spontaneous and enthusiastic response 
from the hearts and lips of the three hundred re- 
presentative New Englanders who listened to his 
glowing words bears witness that no prejudice or 
bitterness remains. Further than this, the answer 
is still coming from all parts of the 
land, and with one voice the people say.: ‘We ac- 
cept, in all frankness and sincerity, the message 
you bear of good will and friendship;”’ and, sir, 
may not we present here to night, to celebrate the 
birthday of Washington, all Americans, all citi- 
zens of New England and New York, Virginia and 
Ohio, of Georgia and the Carolinas, and of Louis- 
ana and all the other states of our renowned, 
glorious union, call upon all, the people of all sec- 
tions, to join us in adopting the same answer, the 
north tothe south and the south to the north, 
[lt proarious applause.| Then may come the time 
when the other prophetic words of Daniel Web- 
ster, uttered in the same speech quoted from by 
Mr. Grady will be fulfilled. AS 
for the rest let us take courage. 
The day spring from on high has visited us. The 
country has been called back to conscience and 
duty. There is no longer immediate danger of dis- 
solution of these United States; we shall live and 
not die. {Applause.} We shall live as united 
Americans, and those that have supposed that they 
coulda sever us, that they could rend one American 
hcart from another, and that speculation and the 
hypothesis that secession and metaphysics could 
tear us asunder, will find themselves dreadfully 
mistsken. {Great applause. | 

Senator But'er responded to the toast: “The 
Country of Washington—Our Common Coun- 
try.’ He remarked that snchan assemblage 
was the best evidence that the war was over. 
He seid: 

“For every step the north takes towards us, 
we will take two towards you.” [Applanse.}) 

Referring to labor troubles, he said it would 
be wise to look well, whether there were not 
in our legislature or in our administration 
‘some cause for the trouble. While he had no 
sympathy with anarchism, socialism, labor 
strikes, in any form, he had too much faith in 
the solid sense of the American people to be- 
lieve that those organizations were into 
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some other purpose than to 
violate law. He would BAY to 
the workmen of America, that they 
had better keep a bad law than violate it. 
That great general, Ulysses S. Grant, [ap- 
plause] never uttered a greater truth than when 
he said, that the best way to get rid of a bad 
law was to enforce it. 

Rev. Charles F. Deems spoke to the toast, 
“Southern Literature.” 

LETTERS OF REGERT. 

Mayor Hewitt sent a letter of regret, saying 
be congratulated them upon the great change 
which bad taken place in the feelings of the 
nerth and south towards each other. Since 
his entrance into public life, twelve years ago, 
he thought the era of bad feeling had passed 
forever, and the time had now arrived when 
any attempt to revive sectional differences 
was looked upon as contemptible or ridiculous. 
Mr. Hewitt reviewed the progress of New Eng- 
land with free labor and the Jack of enterprise 
in the south with slave labor. He called at- 
tention to the growth of southern manufac- 
to.i-s, and said he had predicted their develop- 
ment as early as 1856. 

A telegram was read from Editor Grady, 
dated Atlanta: ‘ 

anta hearts go out tonight to those, who, ina 
dis®#nt city, honor the south. From thousands of 
hearts we pledge you, to the old south with its hal- 
lowed memcr es, to the new south with its glori- 
ous fuidre, and to the union, all and ever-enduring. 

The reading was received with loud cheers 
for Grady and Atlanta. 

Mr. H. W. Grady’s telegram created the 
wildest enthusiam and added much to the 
pleasure of this interesting oceasion. There 
was an expression of universal regret at his 
absence, for his name has come to represeut 
the progressive spirit of the the new south. 

George Corry Eggleston, editor of the (om- 
mercial Adveftiser, spoke on the labor question, 
and the entertainment closed with the national 
hymn. 
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THE BROOKLYN BANQUET. 


Speeches by Governor Hill, of New York 
and Senator Colquitt. 

NEw YorK, February 22.—([Special ]|—The 
aunval dinner of the Young Men’s Democratic 
club, of Brooklyn, was given tonight at the 
Ac:demy of Music in that city. The assembly 
1c0oms were tastefully arranged and decorated 
for the occasion. It was one of the leading 
events of the year. All prominent members 
of the democratic party of the city of churches 
were present and a large number of prominent 
gentlemen from other cities. About two hun: 
dred aud fifty gentlemen were present besides 
invited guests. Thedinner was given partly in 
honor of Governor Hill, who was present and 
delivered the speech of the evening. 

President Lee presided, and on his right and 
left were Governor Hilland Senator Cvulquitt, 
of Georgia. Governor Hill closed his speech 
as follows: 

Cleveland’s administration has given the coun- 
try the benefit of honesty and econemy. His in- 
tegrity and sincerity have never been questioned. 
The laws have been faithfully executed; the reve- 
nues collected with diligence, The expenses of 
the government bave been reduced: foreign af- 
fairs have been conducted with conservatism and 
dignity. In fact, Grover Cleveland’s administra- 
tion has fulfilled every promise. 

Senator Colquitt, of Georgia, in reply to the 
toast of ‘‘the new south,’ made a verg brief 
speech. Hesaid that the name of the “new 
south’ was only a new term, but that that 
section of the union was as old any other part 
of the country. The southern states were fast 
coming to the front again. The people bid 
their brethren of the northa hearty welcome 
to a share of the bounties of the earth and the 
hospitality of the natives. In reviewing the 
history of the democratic party in the south 
he was of the opinion that the southern states 
wouldjalways remain democratic. There was 
no coldness towards the people of the north, 
and whatever feelings of bitterness there was 
about the war had died out years ago. 


WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 


How the Day Was Observed Throughout the 
Union, 

New York, February 22,—Washingtoy’s 
birthday was generally observed throughout 
the city. Public buildings, banks, exchanges 
and business houses are closed, and flags are 
flying in all directions. At the postoffice there 
was oue maif delivery at 9 o’clock, and then 
the letier carriers were relieved for the day. 
A large number of public and]private entertain- 
ments and benefits was given during the day 
and evening. 

PHILADELPHIA’S DECORATIONS, 

PHILADELPHIA, February 22.—The anniver- 
sary of the birth of Washington was appropri- 
ately observed. All the banks,banking houses, 
commercial, stock and petroleum exchanges, 
and other public institutions were closed, as 
well as nearly all the business houses. There 
were military parades in the morning and the 
city was profusely decorated with bunting. 

THE HOLIDAY IN BALTIMORE, 

BALTIMORE, Febdruary 22.—The recurrence 
of. the anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington was more generally observed today 
than for years past, Allthe banks and busi- 
ness exchanges were closed, as well as the post- 
cflice and custom house, and the courts, state 
aud federal, were not in session. Flags were 
displayed throughout the city, and throngs of 
people on the streets were very large. Many 
of the stores were open, but no business was 
done, the people seeming to have given them- 
selves up to an enjoyment of the occasion. The 
day was pleasant. 

In the evening the reunion of the society of 
tte Army and Navy of the Confederate S ates 
w: 8s held at'the Academy of Music, where Cap- 
ta'n F. W. Dawson, of the Charleston News and 
Courier, made an address on “Our Women in 
the War.” The reunion was followed by a 
banquet. All places of amusement were well 
attended and the day though was more en 
tirely given up to social enjoyment than any 
similar occasion for many years. In different 
sections of the city there were balls and par- 
ties and everybody seemed bent on all possible 
pleasure, as it was the eve of Lent, to be ful- 
lowed by abstinence and self-denial on the part 
of a large portion of the people. 

GENERAL OBSERVANCE IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—Today was gen- 
erally observed asa ho'iday. All the execu- 
tive departments and many business houses 
were closed. Both houses of congress, how: 
ever, were in session. Several street parades 
touk piace during the day. The first was com- 
ycsed of veterans of the old volunteer fire de- 
partments of this city and Baltimore, whosub- 
sequently participated in the celebration in 
Alexandria. The National Rifles, the Wash: 
ington Light Infantry corps, Capital City 
Guards and High School Cadets also paraded 
during the afternoon. The Washington Con- 
tinentals made a pilgrimage to Mount Vernon, 
where appropriate exercises were held, in- 
cluding addsesses by Representative Herman, 
of Oregon, and others. The Oldest Inhabit- 
ants’ association also celebrated the day ia an 
eld fashioned way. 

THE PARADE IN ALEXANDRIA. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., February 22.-The 22d was 
"ppropriately observed in this city by military, 
firemen and street parades, a number of visit- 
ing military and fire organizations from Wash- 
ingtonand Baltimore participating. The dec- 
orations were numerous and handsome. Bat- 
tery C, Third United States artillery. under 
command of Major Turnbullandthe Veterans 
Firemans association of Baltimore and Wash- 
ington had prominent positions in the line 
and elicited particular attention and ap:

SSENATOR SHERMAN RESIGNS THE 
PRESIDENCY 


On Account of His Term as Senator Expiring on 
the Fourth of March-The Appropriation 
Bll Preceedings of Both Houses of Co2r- 
grees - Eulogies Over senator Pike. 


WASHINGTON, February 22. -!n thesenate,Mr. 
Riddlch«trzer presented a petition of druggists 
of Richmond, Va., for the repeal of the inter- 
nal revenue taxes. Referred to the commit 
tee on finance. 

Also, a petition against the ratification of 
the extradition treaty with Great Britian. 
Hetaid he had a number of such petitions 
from New York, Boston and other cities, but 
had hesitated about presenting them in open 
ecssion. 

The presiding officer said that ordinarily 
such petitions were presented in executive 
fefsion. . 

The following bills were reported from the 
committees and placed on the calendar: To 
regulate the pay of officers of the army and 
bavy, who refuse or neglect to provide for the 
fupport of their families; establishing a na- 
tional quarentine station near Key West, 
Florida. 

The presiding officer presented the following: 

To the Senate of the United States—Senators;: 
My office as president pro tempore of the senate 
willl necessarily terminate onthe 4th of March 
next with my present term as senator, It will pro- 
mote the convenience of the senate and a public 
service to elect a senator as president pro tempore 
whose term extends beyond the date, so that he 
may administer the oath of office to the senators- 
elect and aid in organization. I therefore respect- 
fully resign that position, to take effect at 1 o’clock 
p.™m., on Saturday next, February 20. 

Permit me, in doing so, to express my heartfelt 
thanks for the uniform courtesy and forbearance 
shown me wile in the discharge of my duties as 
_ officer by every memberof the senate.

The bill making appropriations for the mili- 
tary academy was then taken up, read, and 


passed. . 

Mr. Miller moved to take up the bill to cre- 
ate a department of agricultare. Agreed to. 

McPherson m>ved that it be postponed and 
that the Pacific railroad joint resolution be 
taken up. 

The motion was defeated—yeas 22, nays 33, 
as follows:

WHAT THE HOUSE DID. 


The Sundry Civil Bill—Eulogies on the Late 
Senator Pike. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—The house 
met this morning at 11 o’clock. Mr. Bland, of 
Missouri, asffa privileged question, called up 
the vetoed bill increasing the pension of John 
W. Farris. He bore testimony that a personal 
knowledge of the claimant to merit, and asked 
the house to pass the bill over the veto, 

The house refused to pass the bill ever the 
veto—yeas 122, nays 93, not a constitutional 
twc-thirds vote, in the affirmative’ 

The house then resumed in committee of the 
whole, consideration of the senate amendment 
to the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

The recommendations of the committee on 
appropriations were concurred in, and the com- 
mittee having risen, a conference was ordered 
on the disagreeing votes of the two houses, 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, from the committee 
on military affairs, reported a bill which isin- 
tended as a substitute for the McAdoo bill to 
provide for the manufacture of first-class 
modern guns forthe navy and seacoast and 
other defenses. Referred to the committee of 
the whole. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole for the consideration of appropriation 
bills, and a contest immediately arose as 
the order of business, Mr. Blount, of Georgia, 
contending that the senate amendments to the 
postofiice bill bad the right of precedence, and 
this position being combatted by Messrs. Hol- 
man, of Indiana, and Herbert, of Alabama, 
having charge respectively of the legislative 
and of naval appropriation bills. 

The chairman finally decided that unless the 
house otherwise ordered, bills must be consid- 
ered in the order in which they stood upon the 
— the postoffice appropriation bill being 
ast. 

Mr. Belunt thereupon carried the fight into 
the house and proved successful, that body 
directing the committee to proceed to the con- 
sideration of the senate amendments to. the 
postoffice bill. The only amendment upon 
which non-concus rence is recommended is that 
ay propriating $500,000 for the tranportation of 
foreign mails by American stemships to South- 
ern and Central America and the empire of 
Brazil. 

Pending debate, the committee rose, and the 
house proceeded to the consideration of resolu- 
tions expressive of regret at the death of Sena- 
tor Pike, of New Hampshire.

THE CONFERENCE IN CINCINNATI. 


Arrival of Delegates—Some Females Among 
Them. 


CINCINNATI, February 22.—The indastrial 
labor conference, called by a meeting held ia 
Indianapolis last September, was to have met 
in Music hall today atmoon. At that hour, 
local time, the doors were yet closed, and a 
knot of half a hundred delegates stood on the 
steps awaiting admission. Within the great 
hall wassilent and tenantless. Placards were 
placed in the aisles with the names of states on 
them as guides for the seating of delegates. 
Two United States crossed in front of the 
speaker’s desk, formed the sole attempt at 
decoration. Halfan hour later two decorators 
appeared with two long strips of muslin with 
flag designs printed on them, to stretch them 
across the stage. Before this was accomplished, 
the doors were opened and delegates to this 
first convention of the new party began to take 
their seats, 

A novel feature of the delegation is the 
presence of ten female delegates. They took 
seats not ina bunch, but among the men of 
their proper states, and appeared to be entirely 
at home inthis new business. Among them 
are Miss Marion Todd, of Battle Creek, Mich.: 
Mrs. Heath, of Chicago, and Mrs. Dr. Severance, 
of Milwaukee. 

While the delegates gathered, the committee 
on organization was engaged in choosing a tem- 
porary chairman. Richard Trevellick was se- 
lected, but declined on account of his ¢ »naec- 
tion with the Knights of Labor as a national 
lecturer. 

At 1 o’clock, B.S. Heath, of Chicago, chair- 
man of the executive committee, called the con- 
vention to order. At that timethere were 
atout 300 delegates seated, and a very sparse 


. attendance of specators. 


Mr. Heath said it was customary and proper 
on such occasions as this to begin by invoking 
the divine blessing. 

A voice—“I object.” 

Rev. Mr. Lockwood, of the Baptist church of 
thisjcity, offered a brief prayer. 

The secretary called the roll of states and re- 
ceived reports of the condition of the represen- 
tation of various states. California, Louisiana, 
Maine, Nevada, South Carolina and Vermont 
were not represented. Illinois reported 65 del- 
egates present. 

Mr. Heath named Richard Trevellyck astem- 
porary chairman, and he was elected unani- 
mously. ‘ 

Mr. Trevellyck was cheered as he took the 
stage, but before he assumed the chairmanship, 
Rev. C. M. Lockwood made an address of wel- 
ccme. His mention of Dr. McGlynn was 
cheered. He wentonto speak of the dirty, 
physical, moral and po'tical condition of 
this city. The first cuuld not 
be helped and the other two were related. 
Dirty morals made dirty politics. He predicted 
for the earnest advocates of the needs of work- 
ingmen a respectful hearing not only in legis- 
latures, but in editorial offices as well, where 
mud-flinging articles are giving away to leng 
columns of Jabor news. Speaking of the aim 
of this meeting he said it represented the un- 
rest of workingmen. Its chief trouble was 
with the lobby, which represented a class that 
bought class legislation. Speaking of labor 
organization, whioh he favored, he said the 
riot at Pittsburg was a result of labor unorgan- 
ized. The peaceful strike in New York was a 
result of labor organized. [Applause.] 

The convention, by a rising vote, gave 
thanks for a minister who had the courage to 
speak as this minister had done. 

President Travellyck in sssuming the chair 
counselled courtesy, good will and good busi- 
ness methods. He then said that he wasin 
doubt concerning the propriety of accepting 
this honor, but at the last moment felt it his 
duty to obey the wishes of the delegates. He 
wanted to say that he was with them in obe- 
dience to law, but not to defy law.

THE GOVERNMENT HAS A WoORK- 
ING MAJORITY. Beige 
ee A A 
The Liberals MakejLarge Gains, While the New 
Liberals Lose Heavily—New Contests Nee- 
essary in Over Twenty Districts—Com- 
ments of the Press- Other News. 


BERLIN, February 22.—-Midnight.—Retarns 
from 250 districts have been received, showing 
the election of 43 conservatives, 16 independ- 
ents, 37 centrists, 83 national liberals, 4 new 
German liberals, six socialists, 15 Aleatians and 
4 Poles. In 42 districts supplementary elec- 
tions are necessary. 

The national liberals have been defeated ia 
southern Germany. Herr Liebkricht is de- 
feated. A reliable government majority is as- 
sured. 

Supplementary election 
March 3d. 

Herr Beningsen, national liberal leader. is 
elected. Itis reported iu official circles that 
the emperor will summons the reichstag to 
meet, without waiting for the supplementary 
elections to be held, as soon as verified returns 
show the election of a snflicient namber of 
deputies to constitute quorum. 

The National Zeitung commenting on the 
elections, says: 

The results as faras known give presage ofa 
brilliant septennial victory. The results tnis af- 
ternoon includes twenty-six seats now from 
aac bow ority of Jannary lith, while the na- 
tional libe have wrested from their opponents 
twenty-three districts. of which twelve were lost 
by the new German liberals, three by contest, five 
by the socialistapaud three by the democrats, The 
new German iiberals have ;virtually suffered a 
crushing defeat. 

The total socialist vote shows an increase of 
500,000 The nttional liberals have gained 
nearly as many seats as they have lost. 

BISMARCK’S GALLING BREBUFF.

KIRK ON THESTAND. 


The Texas Judge Tells What He Kaows 

of the Trouble. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—Judge Lafay- 
ette Kirk, county judge of Washington couaty, ° 
Texas, was ¢xamined by the Texas committee 
today. Judge Kirk has acted since the inves- 
tigation began as one of thecounsel for the 
democratic side, and the course of the previous 
testimony has seemed to put him in the posi -- 
tion of chief defendant in the case. It washa. 
who is charged with having incited the riot 
at Flewellyn precinct, where votes were 
counted, about half an §hour before the 
ders entered, on which occasion Dewes Boltom 
was killed. And it washe whoin the indig- 
nation meeting at Brenham, introduced 
a resolution requiring certain republicans te 
cease a certain line of conduct or leave the 
county. He was examined by Senator Spoon- 
= game the colloquies were at times very spiri- 
ted. 

Judge Kirk, in reply to the inquiries, said he 
presided, as it was his official duty to do, over 
the canvass of votes. The supreme court of the 
state had decided some months previously that 
diamond-shaped tickets, many of which were 
thrown outin Washington county at the last 
election, were valid, and copies of the decisions 
of the court were furnish As a matter 
of fact, however, no occasion had arisen with- 
in his jurisdiction involving the question in 
point, and he had never read the decision of 
the supreme court. Judge Kirk described his 
visit to Chapel Hill and Flewellyn’s polling 
place, having left Brenham about five in the 
afternoon, and ridden thirty miles on horse- 
back, that he might see how things were go- 
ing. These were strong republichn precincts, 
but he had reason to believe he would receive 
a considerable negro vote there. There was 
telepbonic communication between Brenham 
and Chapel Hill, but he did not avail himself 
of it. 

Witness was asked in regard to the telegrams 
he sent on election day. Headmitted that he 
had caused one to be sent, and then remem- 
bered that he had also sent one himself. This 
was addressed to D. D. Bolton, father of Dewes 
Belton, who was killed at Flevellyns. D. D. 
Bolton was a fellow-candidate on the people’s 
ticket with Judge Kirk. Tothe best of wit- 
ness’s recollection his telegram was to the 
effect that things looked bad at Brenham, He 
would not swear that was all, but to the best 
of hisknowledge and belief it was. He did 
not remember that the words, “do your work” 
were edded. To the very best of his recollec- 
tion they were not. The examination upon 
this point became very carnest, and Senator 
Spooner’s questions were put with great rapid- 
ity and in every conceiva>le form to elicit a 
positive declaration one vay or the other. The 
witness finally said he wa: not positive that he 
did not sexd such a telegr im.

WHO LOCK UP THEJAILER AND ES- 


CAPE.

A Sharp Method of Turning the Tables~Morris 
Recaptured, But the Other Two Free- 
The Crimes for Which They Were 
Heia Told to Our Readers, 
ee oe 
CLARKSVILLE, Ga., February 22.—{Special. | 
In addition to the telegram of yesterday con- 
cerning the escape of the four prisoners from 
Habersbam jail,this much more is to say: 


~ Morris was arrested in about forty minutes 


after his escape by J. W. Bighaw, our depot 
agent. He was looking for Morris and found 
bim in a heap of brush in the woods. Bigham 
raised his splendid repeating rifle and ordered 
him to come out and surrender. He said he 
would, and came out, but instead of making 
the surrender, drew a pistol and fired at Big- 
bam, which failed to take effect. Bigham, see- 
ing his danger, at once shot his pistol from his 
band, the ball passing through into his knee, 
which broke it to pieces, making amputation 
perhaps necessary. Mr. Bigham showed great 
judgment by shooting the hand which held the 
pistol, and by not killing him on the spot, 
and great courage in such a_ elose 
conftiet with so desperate a character. 
The wounds were dressed by Doctors Bans 
and Houston, and by nightfall the prisoner was 
placed in jail bat not behind the bars, for the 
iailer ocenpied that station and no key to get 
‘out. Morris said he threw the d—d key away 
near the railroad depot, where he was captared. 
Mr. John Elrod, one of the first to go in pur- 
suit, overtook the quartette near the depot, but 
as four men were tvo much for him he failed to 
make the arrest. About twenty-five men are 
in search of the fugitives, and it is hoped will 
meet with success soon. 

Besides the three murderers, Morris, Justice 
and Sisk, the cattle thief negrois gone. The 
poor forty cent thief who is supposed to have 
slipped the lines, so as to perfect the eSvape, 
did not leave and besides denies the charge. 
Mr. Groves, who was hurt by trying to keep 
the prisoners in jai), has about recovered. 

THE JAILER RELESSED.

A 
string was placed so as to draw back the lever 
which was successfully carried out. Morris 
said that the scheme had been on foot for soma 
time but that they meant to wait till Mr. 
Groves got out before making the break. But 
said he, “we got mad this morning and would 
wait no longer.’”’ Morris swears fearfully 
while the doctors are working with his 
wounds.

He, with his repeating rifle, 
drew a fine sight, and ordered a surrender. 
Morris said he would do so. Bigham said: 

‘Come out,” but before Morris moved he 
fired a pistol at Bigham andat that moment 
the riffe fired and Morris had a ball through 
his hand and into his knee. 

The ampatation of Morris’s leg took place 
during the day. Justice has been pursued by 
a large body of men, buttono effect. No other 
arrests have been made up to this hour, but 
the track of Justice has been found, and he 
can't be over six miles ahead of the sheriff's 
party. 

THE CAPTURE OF JUSTICE. 

Meesrs. William Jones and Andy Gastly, son 
of the eheriff, captured Justice, one of the 
Clarkesville jailbreakers, this evening about 5 
They have 
him there under strong guard, and will bring 
him to Clarkesville early tomorrow morning. 
Justice was completely lost, and was going 
back towards Clarkesville, traveling the public 
read, thinking he was headed for the moun- 
tains. 

MORRIS'’S CRIME. 

The prisoners were a desperate lot. Morris 
was convicted one year ago of the murder of 
Jasper Henderson, and was senteneed to hang 
on the 1tth of April, 1886, but is now awaiting 
a review of his case. Jasper Henderson’s wife 
had left him and went to the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Dodd. Morris deliberately bor- 
rowed a gun, went to where Henderzon was, 
The shots was from be- 

hind, and thirteen buckshot entered his body. 
Morris claimed, in his statement, that he acted 
in self-defense, but the evidence all showed the 
contrary. He told that he had killed Hender- 
son and said he had no more regrets than if he 
had killed a hog. The deeeased and Morris 
were brothers-in-law, having married sis- 
ters. The killing was really dove on account 
of Henderson being charged with whipping his 
wife. Morris is well connected, having been 


bern and raised in Franklifig county. He is a* 


nephew of Hon. Thomas Morris, of Carnesville, 
who represented Franklin several times in the 
legislature, and of A.J. Morris, who was at 
one time ordinary of Franklin. On the trial 
the state introduced a number of witnesses, the 
principal ones being relatives of the defendant, 
who testified to the defendant's borrowing a 
shotgun on the day of the tragedy, saying he 
was going hunting, and returning it some time 
m the night, the killing having been about 
dusk, with the remark : 

“T have killed James Henderson, a d— ras- 
cal, and don’t mind it any more than if I had 
killed a goose.”’ 

No one saw the killing. Mrs. Ben Dodd, 
who was sick in her house, heard the report of 
a gun and said that Morris came toher door 
and said he had killed James Henderson in 
self defense. 

The testimony establishei his guilt beyond 

“apy doubt, the crime being one of the darkest 
in the criminal history of our county. 

The theory of the defense was the time h»n- 
ored one of “‘self defense;” but it rested solely 
on the strength of the defendant’s statements, 
which impressed every one as being untrue. 

Morris claimed that he did it in self defense. 
In his statement to the court and jury he says

FLOATING DOWN SCREAM. 


The Narrow Escape of a Preacher From 

Drowning. 

KINGSTON, (ia., Febraary 22.—[Special.}— 
Rev. J. M. White, paster of the Methodist 
church here, came very near happining to a 
serious accident yesterday. Part of his parish 
lies acaoss the river and he preaches 
there every second Sabbath. He preached as 
usual Sunday and was returning yesterday 
morning by the way of Dent’s ferry. When 
he reached the river he dreve his horse and 
buggy on tothe flat and two negroes, who 
were acting as ferrymen, started across, Satur- 
day night it rained very hard and the river 
was swollen considerably, and when the fat 
reached the middle of the river the current 
caught it and it was sostrong that it pulled 
away from the negroes who had the rope and 
started swiftly down stream, Two hundred 
yards below the ferry, stand the 
piers of the new bridge, which is 
now being built. The upright poles and brac- 
ing are placed thickly along the entire width 
of the river, and Mr. White knew he was ob- 
liged to strike something. Quickly unhitch- 
ing his horse, (which, by the way, is a three 
minute one,) and nota minute too soon, he 
struck the stone pier broadside, capsizing the 
boat. Everything was thrown into the water. 
his horse being carried under the flat. The 
hands at work on the bridge quickly assisted 
them out, and Mr. White came on his way re- 
joicing a wiserand a wetter man. Had the 
flat struck the poles instead of the. pier it is 
probable that Mr. White, the negro with the 
horse would have been killled. One of the 
negroes held on tothe rope and was dragged 
out of the flat, and Mr. White says, as they 
were going down, he looked back and saw the 
negro dangling to the rope, and finally losing 
his hold went splash into the water like a mud- 
turtle, and even under those trying circum- 
stances the sight of the frightened negro was 
extremely ludicrous.

Upon testing the size of current 
furnished to your city lights it was found to be 
9-10 amperes less than is usually run by are lamp 
companies, the usnal amount being 9 9-10 amperes, 
but the are in yourlampsis much larger than 
usual, copsequently the results are the same, for if 
9 9-10 amperes were used the are would have to be 
made smaller and would not give so much light. 

I ampsatisfied were your company to make a 
scientifie test of thestrencth of your apes you 
would find them to be fully 2,000 candle power 
each, if not considerably more. _ 

I have had the pleasure of visiting the following 
stations, within the lastten days: Baltimore, Wash- 
ington. Philadelphia and Pittsburg, and have yet 
to see the lighis that are ttronger or better than 
those furnished by your company. The trouble 
generally, where electric lighting is introduced. is 
that too much is expected from one lamp which | 
consider the difficulty in your city. 

When we first undertook to light this city, seyen- 
ty-five lamps were placed, which number was in- 
creased to eighty before our three year contract 
expired. At the expiration of the above mention- 
ed contract, the city council asked us to bid on 
one bundred lights. Our offer to furnish one huno- 
dred lamps at $250 per lamp per year was accepted, 
and have a contract which has four years more to 
run.

Hesays that itisa common thing 
for them to grow dim for aspaceof ten seconds 
or@ quarter of a minute even, and'that no 
electric light has been found to give a steady 
light. The city council of Macon ought to 
look into these matters, and find where the 
trouble lies, and obviate the trouble in some 
way. The fact remains apparent that the 
present lights are inadequate,

Grirrin, Ga., February 22.—[{Special.}—Mr. 
W. G. Robinson attempted suicide last night at 
his home in West Griffin. For nerve anden- 
durance the effort has few equals. Mr. Robin- 
gon is a man about sixty-five years old, a mem 
ber of the Presbyterian church, a good citizen, 
honored and respected by all who know him. 
He has a wife but no children. They live in 
a pretty little cottage in West Griffin. Mr. 
Robinson was in no business. He owned some 
real estate here and some in Atlanta, and was 
considered in good financial circumstances. He 
has been sick for about five months with dropsy 
and has grown very despondent as to his health 
and in reference to his finances, although 
nothing is known of any losses or reverses that 
have come to him concerning his property. 

PREPARING FOR THE DEED. 

Last night his faithful servant Green, who 
has been in his room constantly forthe past 
few months ministering to his wants, was per- 
suaded to lie down and go to sleep, Mr. Robin- 
son insisting that he was better and conld get 
along without any assistance for several hours. 
Green went to sleep. Mr. Robinson then 
wrote his wife a note reciting his physical 
condition, that he had no hopes of a 
recovery, that. his sickness was very 
expressive, and he did not care to livefany 
longer and he would take hisown life. He 
then made a pallet on the floor, lay down on it, 
and taking a dirk, placed it on his breast, 
drove it in by striking it with abrick. This 
he did three times, failing each time to 

STRIKE THE HEART. 

He then cut bis wrist several times, endeav- 
oring te sever the arteries. In this effort he 
also failed. Hethen tried to cut his throat, 
but the less of blood had made him so weak 
that he barely cut the skin. Realizing that 
he could not take his life he called to Green 
and asked him: 

‘Does your mistress know what I have 
done?”’ 

“What have you done, Mr. Robinson?”

AUGUSTA’S PROPOSED CHARTER. 


The City Intends to Profit by the Experience 
of Others. 

AvGusta, Ga., February 22.—(Special.]—A 
meeting of the committee appointed by the 
mayor to draft a new charter for Augusta, was 
held in the courthouse this afternoon. Preseat 
—Messrs. J.C. C. Black,Wm. B. Young, I. D. 
Caswell, W. T. Gary, H. H. Steiner, D. W. 
Chafiee, A. F. Austin, P. H. Baird, and James 
Smith 

Mayor Black was elected permanent chairman 
of the committee, with Irwin Alexander secre- 
tary. Mayor Black offered a plan of prepar- 
ing the new charter, which was to secure the 
servicesof Messrs. F. H, Miller, James B. 
Cumming and C. C. Jones to draft a charter and 
present the same to the council for ratification. 
This plan was. however, not adopted,on ac- 
count of the fellowing plan being suggested by 
Major W. T. Gary, which was adopted: That 
the secretary of the committee be instructed to 
secure the charters of Atlanta, Nashville, 
Charleston and other cities, with which 
to compare ours and remedy 
inetticiencies existing in the present 
charter of Augusta. The clerk was instructed 
to furnish each member of the committee wit 
a eopy of the latest city code, with a memoran 
dum appended to each of such acts of the legis- 
lature as have been passed since its issuance 
in 1880. Tocomply with the original resolu- 
tion in council, the chairman will appoint a 
sub-ccmmittee from this body to investigate 
the affairs of the city. Assoon as the desired 
charter can be obtained, the committee will be 
called together again.

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His Son Disposes of the Story now ia Circu-

LUMBIA,S.C., February 22.--[Special.]--Wm. 
C. Rion,son oi the late James A aoe Winue. 
boro, writésa letter saying that when his 
father made the statement about beiug the son 
of the dauphin, he was under the influence of 
opiates. Mr. Rion thinks that his father's 
statement was due to the effects of morphine. 
The attending physician has already express3d 
the same opinion. The little impression made 
by the peg Ae made public is quite dis- 
sipated by . r. W. C. Rion’s letter. There will 
be no publication by or from the family. 

The story referred to was briefly as follows: 

Colonel James H. Rion, whodied at Wiuns- 
boro, S C., on December 12 last, it is said, 
claimed just before his death that he was the 
son of the dauphin of France, and conse- 
quently the grandson of Louis X VI. anil Marie 
Antoinette. An eminent South Carolina law- 
yer today told your correspondent the follow- 
ing strange story:—There has always been a 
mystery surrounding Colonel Rion’s birth. He 
was very familiar with John C. Calhoun, who 
during his early life took a great interest in 
his welfare, and was very kind.to him and his 
mother, They came from Canada to Washing- 
ton about the time Mr. Calhoun was secretary 
of state under President Tyler. 

There have been many speculations in re- 
gard to Colonel Rion’s origin and family and 
many rumors, and there was always a recog: 
nized mystery hanging over the subject. It 
was diflicult to account for the great interest 
Mr. Calhoun seemed to take in him. Colonel 


| Rion himself always manifested great ad mira- 


tion for Mr. Calhoun, and ever entertained the 
deepest reverence for the illustrious statesm4n, 
both as a public man and asa private citizen. 
Some have even gone so far as to infer from 
these circumstances that some peculiar relation- 
ship existed between them. It is said now 
that Colonel Rion exploded this mystery dur- 
ing the few brief hours that intervened between 
the first paroxysm of the attack which carried 
him off and his death. 

The story is that Colonel Rion then, in the 
presence of Dr. Hanahan, his physician, and 
of his ¢«ntire family, stated that he was the 
son of the dauphin of France, who would 
have been King Louis XVII had it not been 
for the French revolution, which culminated 
in the overthrow of the bourbon dynasty by 
the execution of Louis X VI. 

His statement was that this boy, the dau- 
pbin, who was reported to have died at an 
early age and to have been an imbecile, had 
not really died but had been sent over to Cana- 
(la,and had there been reared in obscurity under 
the name of De Rion; that he entered the 
English army and was married to Miss Hunter, 
and that Colonel Rion was the 
offsprivg of that marriage. His father 
died in Colonel Rion’s infancy, and he 
and his mother were placed under the charge 
of Mr. Calhoun by the Austrian ambassador at 
Washington, with a statement of the ‘acts in 
the case and upon certain conditions that were 
to be faithfully observed. One of the condi- 
tious was that the facts should not be divuiged 
exceptin certain contingencies. Another of 
the conditions was that Colonel Rion was never 
to go to Europe unless in charge of the Austri- 
an authorities and on board an Austrian man- 
of-war. A further condition was that Colonel 
Rion was pneverto accept civil office in this 
country. These conditions were faithfully 
observed up to the time of Colonel Rion's last 
illness. 

He is not known to have confided the story 
of his birth to any one except his oldest daugh- 
ter. He is said to have told her the story two 
or three years ago, when she was about to sail 
for Europe. It is said that one of her purposes 
in going to Europe was to examine into the 
alleged death of the dauphin, and to obtain 
such knowledge in regard to it as was possible 
from tradition and otherwise. It is also said 
that when Colonel Rion reterred to the subject 


just before his death, he observed in the coun- 


tenances of those who were gathered about 
him tbat they supposed his mind 
to be wandering, and that he 
said to them, “You think that my mind is 
wandering, but I am in possession of all my 
reasoning faculties.” ._He then asked Dr. Han- 
ahan to put him tosome test in order todem- 
onstrate the fact that that he was perfectly 
rational. He said, tapping his breast, “I have 
the proofs here of the truth of what I say.” 

Colonel Rion is known to have been in pos- 
session of a very valuable gold snuff box, set 
with diamonds, upon the top of which there is 
a monogram of the Orleans family wrought in 
diamonds. The snuff box, it is said, had never 
been seen by any member of his family until 
his death. But he is known to have exhibited 
it in 1885 to an intimate personal and profess- 
ional friend under injunctions of secrecy which 
have been removed by his death. He 
gave no intimation to hi: friends of 
the history connected with the possession 
of this box, except that Mr. Clemsen, tke son- 
in law of John C. Calhoun, brought it to him 
from France when he (Mr. Clemsen) was sec- 
retary of the American legation at Paris. The 
snuff box has been valued by a jeweler since 
Colonel Rion’s death at 33,000, and is of the 
most costly and exquisite workmanship, 

Colore] Rion went to Canada some years 
ago, and told a friend when he had returned 
that he had seen in the old cathedral at Mon- 
treal the record of his baptism. It is under- 
stocd that Colonel Rion’s family are now pre- 
paring for publication a full statement of the 
facts in the case, and thatthere is much evi- 
dence to sustain the statement made by him 
just before his death. Certainly no one who 
knew him would doubt for amoment-the trath 
of any statement that he made when clothed 
in his right mind, for he was the very soul of 
bencr,

ing their piercing war-whoops; monkeys clam- 
bered to the top of the treesin the center of 
the street to gibe and chatter at immense 
puffed-out frogs below: devils innumerable 
walked arm-and-arm with friars and nuns, 
The maskers were more numerous than for 
many years past: and there wasan unsually 
large proportion of women among them, some 
in light and airy costumes, some masquerading 
in pautaloons that were but a thin disguisa to 
theirsex. The small boy was in his glory, if 
he could get a costume for mardi gras, ‘or even 
an old mask and domino, with a pouch of flour 
by hisfside wherewith to pelt all whom he 
met. The flourand confecti nuisance, how- 
ever,is nearly wholly broken up today, in 
consequence of some bovs at one carnival, sub- 
stituting lime for flour, with the result of 
blinding a number of persons, 

The scene was constantly changing and shift- 
ing all day long, but always bright. The crowd, 
good humoredly, jostled and elbowed each other 
and exchanged jokes with the maskers. Young 
men of asusceptible nature yielded to the charms 
of female maskers, whose eyes always looked 
bright through the mask. There was no drunk- 
epness, but everybody was orderly and the po- 
lice had very little trouble, save the usual ar- 
rests for pocket picking. As the street was 
packed with people from one end to the other, 
so as to make it well nigh impossible to move, 
causing a human blockade that lasted a half 
hour and more, the pickpockets who always 
a‘semble here on occasions like this reaped a 
splendid harvest. 

At noon the sound of horns told of the com- 
ing of Rex, the king of the carnival, accom- 
panied by his court and officers, to review the 
maskers. Mostof those on the street fell in 
with the several divisions to which they were 
assigned, while the royal party amid the tan- 
tara of trumpets and the clash of cymbals en- 
tered_Canal street. A band, bearing the long 


resonant horns of the Egyptians, souaded the 


triumphal march in Aida. 

The fatted ox, the “bcaf gras,” led the pro- 
cession, decorated and garlanded for sacrifice; 
horns and hoofs gilded, while wreaths of flow- 
ers covered his neck and shoulders. A de- 
tachment of butchers, clad in the medieval 
costume of that trade, and armed with im- 
mense cleayers and axes, marched on either 
side of the big ox. 

Then fellowed the carnival association with 
tableaux mounted upon floats made expressly 
for this occasion, clever works of the artist, 
the painter and the carpenter. These tableaux 
were in threedivisions. The first presented 
pictures of music. There was Apollo seated ii 
aGrecian temple, and surrounded by altars 
on which incense was burning. The king of 
the carnival on a throne made of musical in- 
struments with the nine musers as orchestra, 
There were numerous burle ques of the popu- 
lar tongs of the day. “Empty is the Cradle, 
Baby’s Gone,”’ the baby having slipped off for 
agame of poker. ‘‘While Parents Sleep,” the 
“Angels Watch,” the angels apparently slam- 
bering at the same time the old lady is taking 
her afternoon nap, for the son is slipping out

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THE DRIVING PARK 


CONTINUES TO BOOM ALONG INA 
LIVELY WAY, 


An Interesing Talk With Mr. deseph Kingsberry, 
the President of the Driviog Park Association— 
What the Associa ion Proposes to Do-— 

L st of the Gffieers and Members. 


Since the action of the c ty council in yoting 
money to erect buildings for the Piedmont fair 
everything is waitimg on the Driving Park 
club. Until the elnbselects.its ground nothing 
can be done. 

THE ConstiTUTiIon asked Mr. Joseph Ki 
berry on yesterday What steps werebeing 
toward selecting a location. 

He said: 

“We were progressing rapidly when the rain 
stopped us. For the past-week it has been im- 
possible to do anything. We have had sure 
vyeys made of several locations and will have 
others surveyed. We are moving cautiously, 
because we feel that everything depend; on 
getting the proper location. The first thing to 
consider of course is the mile track. On nine 
locations out of ten it would cost a for- 
tune to get a mile track. This of 
course rules them out. Of the few places left 
accessibility, beauty, freedom from sewerage, 
from crossing railroad tracks and general con- 
venience have to be considered. Sothat it is 
avery difficult matter to decide what is best.’’ 

Copy will push the matter as fast as pos- 
sible ”’ 

“Undoubtedly. Assoon as it clears the com- 
mittee will parsue its investigations and visit 
every piece of ground offered. When we de- 
cide what we think is best we will make a 
report which will be submitted to the mem- 
bers of the club to be by them appreved or 
rejected. As soon a3 the location is selected 
we will begin work on the mile eek; and on 
the enclosure and club houses.” 

“What are the plans for this?” 

“As to the money, we have now 125 mem- 
bers. The list is growing daily, and will be 
raised to 200, These contribute $100 apiece as 
initiation fee. Wecan count on $15,000 from 
this source by the time the ground is selected. 

We then expect to issue perh:ps $20,000 in 6 
per cent bonds. These bonds we can easily 
place. This will give us $35,000. The ground 
ought not to cost over $15,000 atthe outside. 
The mile track ought to cost about $7,000 and 
the fence about $3,000. This would leave $19,- 
000 for building the club house, judge’s stand 
and beautifying the grounds. This is more 
than enough. Five thousand would mikea 
beautiful club house. It shou'd be builtin pic- 
turesque style with verandas ell around and a 
nice restaurant neatly furnished. Two thousand 
doliars added to this wonid make as finea 
club house as there is in the country. Of 
course our membererhip would inerease steaali- 
ly. We hope to get finally two hundred and 
fifty members, and that would enable usto 
make improvements so that finally we would 
have a superb park. The annual dues will pro- 
bably be $12.50, which will secure the interest 
on the bonds, and provide a sinking fund. 
We expect to have spring meetings and races, 
on which we ought to clear considerable 
money.”’ 

“The Driving park, then, will bea perma- 
nent thing.” 

‘Of course we propose to keep it open all 
the time. Atlanta has long needed a good drive. 
This we will provide. Our mile track will 
be used mainly for big races and great events. 
Almost halfway down its length, we will cut 
across so as to make a half mile track in the 
upper end of the mile track. 
This will be used mainly for club 
driving. The club houses will be kept under 
the best rules, so that ladies and children will 
be perfectly safe there. Our membership is 
made with great care, and we are determined 
that the club shall never go into the hands of 
the gamblers or sportsmen. A stock certificate 
is issued toeach member which represents his 
property rights. This can be sold and the 
property right transferred, but the voting 
privilege cannot be transferred. This keeps 
the control of the park always in the hands 
of its actual members, The club will have 
meetings at the park onee a «week, so as to 
bring out the full membership and show the 
fine horses. There will be races between the 
members whenever desired. I never went to 
Fleetwood park in my life withowt seeing a 


spurt between herses down in — the 
thi: tics As soon as the men 
bye a fine track to exercise and train 


their horses on, you willsee a great many 
fine horses in Atlanta. The Driving park will 
be the most popular place about the city. {Ifa 
business man cannot leave"fis store his family 
can go out in the carriage and his wife and 
children can watch the fine horses on the track, 
take an ice in theclub house,meet their friends 
and have a sociable time perfectly free from 
the slightest rudeness or molestation.”

Dr. Schumann's Five Hundred Dollar Fime 
Cut to Twenty-Five Dollars. 


On the 19th day of July last, Dr. Theo, Schu- 
mann, the Whiteha)! street druggist, was ar- 
raigned before Judge Anderson in police court, 
and fined $500 for violating the prohibition 
laws.

The licenses, however, were not thought to be 
good, and Dr. Schumann,as well as others who 
held them and were conducting busi- 
nese under them, were arrested, tried 
and fined. Every one appealed the case, and 
they went from one court to another, and 
finally came back without any change. All of 
the convicted parties, except Dr. Schumann, 
applied to Mayor Hillyer for a reduction and 
all secured it. Dr. Schumann let his go on until 
about ten days ago, when he submitted to 
Mayor Cooper a complete resume of the case, 
and asked for clemency. Mayor Cooper gave 
the matter a careful consideration and yester- 
day issued the following order:

FOUNDIN A MAN'S POCKET LEADS 
TO A CASE. 
| Barney Lee En’ers Kenney & W roer’s Wine Riom 
and is Wstched By Detectivzs He Comes Out 
and a Fiask of Liquor ts Found on Him— 
A Case is Made Against the Firm. 


Kenny & Werner, the wineroom men at No. 
7 Alabs ma street, were booked gt police head- 
quarters again yesterday afternoon for violating 
the prohibition law. 

The case was made by Detectives Aldridge 
ard Reeves. 

When the wineroom men in convention last 
Saturday signed an agreement not to sell any- 
thing at all by the drink and 
not to keep for sale any- 
thing but domestic wines, it was thought that 
, the great trouble had been solved and that the 
wineroom men and the detectives would lic 
down like the lionand thelamb. The detec- 
tives, however, it appears, doubted the sincerity 
between the .wineroom men and kept 
up a close watch, asserting among 


themselves that the contract was 
only a blind. Yesterday morning, Detective 
Aldridge was approached by a prominent pro- 
nibitionist who informed him that he knew 
Kerny & Werner were violating the law and 
breaking the contract he had entered into. 
The prominent prohibitionist then gave the 
detective a list of names, saying: 

“Now, if you will just watch that place you 
will see some of these men go in and come out 
of the wineroom, and then you can act a8 you 
think best.” 

The detective secured a stand where, he 
could watch the place without being noticed. 
For some time his watch was fruitless, but 
about two o’clock he saw one of the men whose 
name was on the list, enter the wineroom. The 
man was Barney Lee, well known about 
the city. As he entered the wine- 
room, the detective’s interest increased, 
and his stand was not so disagreeable. In the 
course of a half hour Lee came out the wine 
room and started down Alabama street. The 
detective quietly and quickly walked out of 
his place of concealment, and, before Lee had 
gone a half block, touched him on the shoulder, 
saying: 

“Oh, Barney, bad day this.”’ 

“Yes, it’s a mighty bad day,” said Lee, “and 
I think I will go home and stay there.” 

The detective and Lee then walked along side 
and side until they reached tha Gate City 
bank corner. Then Detective Aldridge said: 

“Barney, I want to talk to you a little. 
Come, go by the prison with me?” 

“What do you want with me?” asked Lee. 

“Well, to tell you the truth, Barney. I feel 
bad, and I wanta drink of that liquor you have 
there,” 

As the detective spoke, he reached under 
Lee’s coat and pulling out a flask of liquor, 
jerked the cork out and tasted it. 

“Oh, that’s old rye, Barney,” said the detec- 
tive, “and you will have to go with me to 
headquarters,” 

“For what? What have I done?” asked Lee. 

“Oh, I just want to keep this bottle of liquor 
and make you safe as a witness. know 
where you got it. So come along.” 

The detective led the way to police head- 
quarters, where he instructed Mr. Ryan, the 
stationhouse keeper, to book a case against 
Kenny & Werner, and to make Lee give bond 
for his appearance as a witness. The bottle of 
liquor was securely corked, labeled and laid 
away. The case was booked, and then Mr. 
Ryan turned to Lee, saying: 

“Well, Mr. Lee, can you give bond or shall I 
lock you up ?” 

Lee stated that he could give bond and sent 
out for some friends. Mr. Phil Dodd was 
among tke number who called and attached his 
signature to a bond for the witness’ appearance. 

The case against Kenny & Werner, so soon 
after the agreement, created considerable com- 
ment on the street, and members of the two 
parties were free with comments. The prohis 
chuckled with delight, saying among them- 
selves: 

“T told you so.” 

The antis were equally open in their talk, 
and many of them went so far as to assert that 
the case wasa put up job, and that Lee was 
only a tool in the hands of others. After the 
case had been made, Detective Aldridge said: 

“I don’t think there is any trouble about se- 
curing a conviction. A gentleman gave me a 
jist of names, telling me that the parties were 
going in there.
